Should Open Duck Season Now 

That damage to crops by ducks is not confined to 
this area alone is shown in last Saturday’s Lethbridge 
Herald, which carries a report of terrific damage to 
swathed crops in districts adjacent to that city. 

Locally, it is estimated that the duck population 
is easily double that of August last year. Every slough 
and waterhole has its quota of mallards, pintails, 
spoonbills and teal and these ducks fly out to feed 
twice a day on somebody’s crop. 

Scare permits and shooting permits, issued before 
the regular season opens, may be effective enough to 
minimize damage to crops in years of normal duck 
population, but this year, when ideal breeding condi¬ 
tions have produced such tremendous numbers of 
ducks, the farmer can best be- helped by opening the 
duck shooting season right now. 

Harvest is just getting underway in this district. 
If the weather remains dry, swathing and combining 
can be done with a minimum of delay. Under these 
conditions, the grain loss to ducks can be controlled to 
a certain extent although the loss to the district in the 
money value of grain will still be thousands of dollars. 

But what if there is a prolonged wet spell and 
farmers are unable to combine grain already swathed? 
This may be “borrowing trouble,” but the situation 
could conceivably be worse than last year, when an es¬ 
timated four hundred thousand dollars worth of grain 
in the County of Vulcan area was lost to ducks. Last 
year the loss was almost wholly caused by the great 
flocks of northern ducks that descended on the dist¬ 
rict. This year there are enough local ducks to cause 
heavy damage and if part of the crop is still unhar¬ 
vested when the northern ducks come down the situa¬ 
tion will be beyond control. 

There appears to be no solution to this problem, 
but opening the duck season right now, when swath¬ 
ing is becoming general, would give the hard-pressed, 
busy farmer more help in his battle against the web- 
footed marauders. Ducks trample and shell out more 
grain than they eat and anyone who is inclined to 
treat lightly the matter of duck damage to grain fields 
should have inspected some of the heavy-hit fields last 
fall, when 40-bushel crops were not worth combining 
after the ducks had descended on them a few times. 

At the meeting in Vulcan last year, officials of 
the Wildlife Service of Canada admitted that control 
of the feeding habits of ducks was impossible in this 
area. That leaves two things to do: 1) Make it so dif¬ 
ficult for them to feed here that they will move on to 
other parts of the country. 2) Reduce the duck popu¬ 
lation to a point where their numbers are not great 
enough to do heavy damage to crops. 

We don’t think that an open duck season right 
now will effectively accomplish both these points, but 
we do think it would have some effect. 

We urge the provincial government to immediat¬ 
ely take steps to have the duck season opened NOW.

It. is clear that even in an expanding economy such as 
Canada is now enjoying we cannot have security with¬ 
out some sacrifices or defense without high taxes.” 

The speech is interpreted as stern disapproval of 
those forces within the Liberal party which feel that, 
to assure a victory in next year’s poll, the government 
must reduce taxes drastically, even if that involves the 
reduction of the military budget. 

However, if Canada’s unexampled industrial boom 
goes on, and the volume of revenue collection in the 
first two months of the current year and the resulting 
surplus continues during the remaining ten months, 
or perhaps increases, then taxes could be sharply cut 
without any contraction of defense spending. 

Last year the government underspent its defense 
appropriation by $200 millions. There is a good chance 
the same experience may recur this year as the 1952- 
53 estimates are based on attempts to pick up the lag 
in the production program. 

There is said to be a growing conviction in gov¬ 
ernment circles that next year’s defense targets should 
be made more realistic and reduced to the actual 
amount which the defense department can spend. 
Such a move, combined with another revenue surplus, 
would give the government plenty of room for the 
desirable vote-catching lure of pre-election tax cuts 
without weakening the defense program. —C.W.N.A. 


Pre-Election Tax Cuts In 53? 

Present indications are that the federal govern¬ 
ment plans to reduce taxes substantially in the 1953 

pre-election budget. 

Having budgeted for a surplus of only $9,000,000 
for the entire year, the announcement that the surplus 
for the first two months amounted to $241,000,000, 
without benefit of the new tax rates that went into ef¬ 
fect July 1, has again sparked the charge by its crit¬ 
ics that the government is collecting unnecessary tax¬ 
es, a detrimental factor in a pre-election period. This 
and the fact that the electors have indicated that the 
tax relief handed out this year in the form of lower 
excise taxes wasn’t enough, has had the effect that 
the government, itself, feels impelled to cut taxes even 
if this means cutting defense appropriations before 
the election. 

The best informed Ottawa correspondents of 
leading newspapers have reported that the Cabinet is 
under heavy pressure from its party in Parliament to 
slash taxes and revise the defense program downward. 
The demand has resulted from the recent by-election 
defeats and to a lesser degree from the two provincial 
elections in British Columbia and Saskatchewan. 

Lester B. Pearson, minister of external affairs, 
apparently alarmed by these developments, recently 
delivered at Calgary a blunt speech of warning against 
any relaxation of Canada's defense. He said: “As our 
collective security grows, we should recover a sense of 
security. I would warn you, however, that there is no 
occasion whatever for relaxing our efforts or for any 
form of complacency. This is no time to lean on our 
oars. The armed forces and equipment of the Soviet

SERVICE BOARD NOTES 

By H. S. Burns 

Temporary Storage of Grain 

It now appears that we are to 
harvest one of the largest crops in 
the history of- the province, and 
with.the grain elevators filled to 
near capacity many farmers are 
to be faced with the problem of 
providing storage for considerable 
length of time, for large amounts 
of grain. We think that the circ¬ 
ular bin made of snow fence mat¬ 
erial or hog wire and lined with 
tough paper of the waterproof var¬ 
iety is one of the best bins and 
very easily constructed. Make sure 
that the wire is tightly joined so 
there is no danger of bursting. 


When the paper is put on it 
should be cut in 8 or 10 ft. lengths 
to allow for stretch and expansion 
of the wire. 

The fence material should be 
cut not longer than 50 feet which 
would Inake a circular bin 16 feet 
in diameter. The grain must be de¬ 
livered to the centre of the bin to 
prevent any danger of pushing it 
over to one side. If it is expected 
to leave the grain here for some 
time there should be a foot of 
straw in the bottom to absorb the 
mdisture. 

This type of a bin can be cov¬ 
ered wlti^ sheaves or will not suf¬ 
fer much harm in the winter if 
left exposed except for high winds 
which sometimes will blow consid¬ 
erable grain off the pile. 

There are other types of tem¬ 
porary storage, such as baled hay 
or straw for walls, and then of 
course there is the open pile which 
of course is much better than hav¬ 
ing it in the swath all winter.

Highway Accidents Climb 


Pages of newspapers are peppered more 
than usually this season with stories of pile- 
ups of cars and trucks on highways. The most 
spactacular such multiple accident happened 
south of Toronto a few weeks ago, on the 
Queen Elizabeth Way. In a heavy flow of traf¬ 
fic, a foolish motorist stopped suddenly. The 
car following on his bumper, plowed into him, 
and so on down the line. By the time police 
had unscrambled the mess and started traffic 
moving normally again, a total of approximat¬ 
ely $30,000 damage had been caused to scores 
of vehicles. 

This same irpshap on a smaller scale occurs 
every day on lAlberta highways. All to often 
these collisions result in a fatality or serious 
injury. ' • 

Such accidents are attributable directly to 
human carelessness, the most fruitfui cause of 
all accidents. They could be eliminated were 
g few simple and fundamental common-sense 
rules to be followed by every driver. The first: 
never stop suddenly op a highway, and if pos¬ 
sible never stop at aU op the pavement but 
pull off to the side before doing so. Because 
of the narrowness of the shoulders along our 
paved roads and their lack of gravel It is not 
always convenient to drive off the pavement 
before halting. The prevalence of this type 
of highway mishap suggests that the depart¬ 
ment of highways could well give more 
thought to widening the shoulders and gravel¬ 
ling them. 


Another wise precaution is for every driver 
to assume that the one ahead may stop sud¬ 
denly. Tests have established that a car pro¬ 
ceeding at 50 miles an hour travels 188 feet 
on dry pavement after the brakes have been 
applied before coming to a stop. At this high 
speed, the vehicle goes 55 feet before a vigi¬ 
lant driver senses the danger and applies the 
brakes. So, in all, it travels 243 feet from the 
time the danger is sensed by a wide-awake 
driver until it has been halted. This distance 
is reduced considerably at 20 miles per hour, 
but even then it is 52 feet. Some books on 
driving hints* suggest that there should be at 
least a car length for every 10 miles of speed 
between vehicles. While that is a safer pro¬ 
cedure than virtually touching the bumpers of 
the car ahead, even this distance should be 
stretched somewhat for complete safety. 

Something io remember is thnt the visibility 
range is sharply reduced at night. The' limit 
with the best of lights is about 150 feet. Since 
it takes 243 feet to stop a car at 50 miles an 
hour after danger has been realized,'there al¬ 
ways is the possibility that at this speed a car 
cannot be halted at night in time to avoid 
crashing into a slow moving or stationary ob¬ 
ject ahead, particularly if the lane for ap¬ 
proaching traffic is filled. Hence, a wise mot¬ 
orist drives at a slower speed after dark.
